Yestel^y afternoon in the Allen cir- 
cuit court, a suit for $60,000 was insti- 
tuted, the piaintiffo bemg a number of 
citizens of Plymouth, and the defend- 
ants the Jenney Electric Light com- 
pany, of this city. 


Tlie plaintiffs aver that the required 
$116,000 of stock at par value was sub- 
scribed, and that before the $16,000 cash 
was paid the corporations, a committee 
representing the business men and resi- 
dents of Plymouth was sent to Fort 
Wayne for the purpose of ascertaining 
the financial condition of the company, 
at which time the directors of the com- 
pany represented to this committee that 
it was then impracticable to shut down 
the factory in order to take an invoice, 
but promised that such invoice would 
be made as soon as pn^ticable, and a 
statement would be furnished the peo 
pie, shotnng that the company was pos- 
sessed of more than $300,000 worth of 
goods and valuable assets over its liabil- 
ities on April 1, 1888, and in acceptance 
with this guarantee made by the direc- 
tors, the $16,000 in cash was given them, 
the ten acres of ground were conveyed 
to the company and by it accepted, and 
the subscription of $116,000 capital 
stock was delivered to the company and 
accepted. 


The charge is made that the electric 
light company has failed to comply 
with the term of its agreement. 
It has 
expended for buildings and machinery 
only $10,985.66, and refuses to furnish 
the plaintiff and stock subscribers the 
promised invoice, and has never used or 
occupied the grounds for the purpose of 
manufacturing Jenney arc lamps, lights 
or dynamos. 
It has neither removed 
nor begun the removal of the plant 
from Fort Wayne to Plymouth, nor has 
it performed any part of the agreement 
made, hence the plaintiffs consider 
themselves damaged in the sum named, 
and they ask the court for judgment to- 
gether with other proper relief. 
Since 
the subscribers to the capital stock are 
interested, the plaintiffs ask that they 
be allowed to appear for them, and 
their allowances be in such sums fus 
their interests may appear.

The executive staff accompanying the 
show is unusually complete.
